The  Southern  area  of  Swaziland  is  fortunate 
in  having  had  a  doctor  appointed  by  the  Save  the  Children  Fund 
who  will  set  up  a  mobile  clinic  and  conduct  regular  clinics  at 
eight  different  places.  He  is  being  provided  early  in  1966  with 
a  large  four  wheel  drive  vehicle  excellently  equipped  as  a 
Mobile  Clinic. 

There  were  43  registered  doctors  and  4  licenced 
medical  practitioners,  2  dental  surgeons  and  3  pharmacists  in 
Swaziland  in  1965*  Two  of  the  doctors  were  not  in  practice.

CHAPTER  2r 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES, 


1 .  TUBERCULOSIS 

1 . 1  Report  on  W.HoQ. /UNICEF-assisted  Tuberculosis 

Control  Project,  covering  the  twelve-month  period 

ending  30th  Se pt ember,.  1965- 

Up  to  the  end  of  19$+ ,  the  plan  of  operations  for 
the  Swaziland  Tuberculosis  Control  Project  had  aimed  at  a 
total  coverage  of  the  population,  with  tuberculin  testing  of 
all,  X-Ray  examination  of  everybody  aged  5  years  or  more, 
B.CoGc  vaccination  of  non-reactors,  sputum  testing  of  those 
with  suspicious  X-Ray  findings,  domiciliary  treatment  of  all 
cases  found  with  a  combination/ of  anti- tuberculosis  drugs, 
and  the  treatment  of  contacts  with  I0N.H0  where  necessary. 

Work  on  these  lines  was  started  in  Manzini  in  the 
first  half  of  196b  and  was  found  to  be  very  time-consuming 
and  expensive  for  the  results  obtained,  and  to  cause  consid¬ 
erable  difficulties  in  obtaining  a  sufficiently  high  percent¬ 
age  cover  of  the  population  in  question,,  It  may  be 
remembered  that  the  last  Progress  Report  showed  that  of 
60b3  persons  registered  in  Manzini,  only  3932  appeared 
for  examination,  in  spite  of  strenuous  efforts  by  the 
Control  Team0  These  difficulties  have ' occurred  in  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Control  Projects  elsewhere,  and,  as  a  result,  the 
W.H,0o  experts  in  this  field  now  favour  a  different  approach 
which,  if  applied  to  Swaziland,  would  mean  the  concentration 
of  case-finding  activities  on  those  who  have  symptoms  of 
chest  disease;  the  establishment  of  suitable  case-finding 
techniques  at  existing  hospitals  and  clinics  and  their 
integration  into  the  permanent  health  ’’set-up11,  with 
special  emphasis  on  sputum  examinations;  the  treatment 
of  all  cases  found  from  the  centre  nearest  the  patient's 
home,  after  a  period  of  hospitalisation  wherever  possible; 
routine  visits  on  pre-arranged  days  to  all  outlying  clinics 
by  a  mobile  X-Ray  unit;  the  employment  of  Home  Visitors  to 
supervise  domiciliary  treatment  and  to  investigate  defaulters; 
combined  B.C . G~ small- pox  vaccination  campaigns;  and  the 
establishment  of  a  national  tuberculosis  register. 

It  was  decided  early  in  1965  to  vary  the  plan  of 
operations  for  tuberculosis  control  in  Swaziland  accordingly, 
and  to  carry  out  these  operations  over  the  whole  of  the 
Manzini  district,  1,590  sq.  miles  in  area,  with  a  population 
of  77? 100  persons.  Since  this  decision  was  taken,  much 
of  the  time  of  the  W,H,0.  Team  has  been  spent  in  working  out 
details  of  the  new  plan  of  operations,  in  preparing  the 
necessary  report  forms  and  testing  them  out,  in  visiting 
existing  hospitals  and  clinics,  and  in  instructing  the 
staff  of  these  hospitals  and  clinics  in  tuberculosis  control 
activities.  In  addition,  four  nurses  employed  at  Gov¬ 
ernment  clinics  have  been  given  a  month's  course  at  the 
Team  headquarters  on  tuberculosis  case  finding  methods, 
recording  and  microscopy. 

During  the  period  1.9 ° 6h  to  30. 11 „ 64,  when  the. 
previous  plan  of  operations  was  being  followed. in  Manzini, 
only  761  persons  presented  themselves  for  examination. 

Of  these,  717  were  X-Rayed  an^  9  showed  infiltrates 
with  or  without  cavities,  and  0,8%  had  positive  sputum 
results.  Also  317  "non-reactors”  were  given  B.CoG,  vaccine. 
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Throughout  the  year,  more  and  more  persons  from 
outside  the  project  areas  have  been  presenting  themselves 
at  the  Team's  headquarters  for  examination,  on  their  own 
initiative*  Also,  more  and  more  patients  were  being 
referred  from  other  clinics  outside  the  project  area,  and 
this  development  was  taken  as  supporting  the  change  in 
the  plan  of  operations* 

During  the  period  under  review,  the  number  of 
persons  who  reported  in  this  way  for  investigation,  or 
were  referred  from  other  clinics  for  investigation, 
numbered  3? 053*  Of  this  "selected"  group  2 ,(9+8  were 

X-Rayed,  and  15*4%  of  these  showed  infiltrates  with  or 
without  cavities*  Out  of  2,46k  persons  who  presented 
themselves  on  their  own  initiative  at  the  T*B.  Centre, 
2,100  had  their  sputum  examined  and  10,6%  were  found  to 
excrete  tubercle  bacilli 0  A  further  3?906  sputum 
specimens,  partly  collected  from  the  589  persons  referred 
to  the  T0B,  Centre  and  partly  forwarded  for  investigation 
by  various  health  agencies,  were  also  examined  and  23*8% 
were  found  positive* 

All  sputa  were  examined  by  direct  microscopy  and 
culture;  sensitivity  tests  being  made  for  all  positive 

cultures . 


All  cases  found  were  put  on  treatment  at  the 
Team’s  Headquarters,  or  referred  back  for  treatment  else¬ 
where. 


The  Laboratory  work  thus  increased  markedly  during 
the  year,  partly  as  a  result  of  all  medical  practitioners, 
hospitals  and  clinics  being  informed  that  a  free  service  for 
sputum  examination  was  now  available  to  all*  The  local 
Laboratory  Assistants  were  trained  to  take  on  more  detailed 

and  advanced  a . work,  and  the  W0HcC*  Laboratory 

Technician  visited  hospitals  and  clinics  to  advise  on 
collection  and  forwarding  of  sputum  specimens e  Some  of 
the  local  Home  Visitors  were  also  trained  in  microscopy, 
and  in  tuberculin  testing  and  B.C*G.,  vaccination. 

The  W * H , 0 c  X-ray  Techician  has  made  a  survey  of 
X-ray  facilities  throughout  the  territory,  and  is  hoping  to 
be  able  to  arrange  additional  training  for  those  engaged

Besides  the  routine  supervision  of  those  being 
treated  at  their  homes,  and  the  investigation  of  defaulters, 
the  W*H,0.  Public  Health  Nurse,  assisted  by  Home  Visitors, 
spent  some  time  at  Hlatikulu  Government  Hospital,  assisting 
with  the  records,  and  investigating  defaulters. 

In  surveys ,  undertaken  on  request,  at  the  Usutu 
Pulp  Company,  Balegane  Ranch  and  among  Public  Work  Dep¬ 
artment  employees,  3?729  persons  were^  examined,  1.2%  of  them 
showing  abnormalities  on  X-Ray  and  0.,4%  were  found  to  have 
a  positive  sputum* 

A  trial  was  made  to  discover  whether  adequate 
B.CcG.  cover  would  be  obtained  by  visiting  schools  and 
encouraging  parents  to  bring  the  pre-school  children  to 
the  school  on  the  day  the  school-children  were  being 
vaccinated*  The  survey  is  not  yet  complete.  In 
addition,  a  study  combining  the  comparison  of  three  different

During  January  all  space  spraying  of  huts  and  larval 
collecting  by  surveillance  agents  stationed  in  the  field  was 
stopped  and  2  Mobile  Teams  operating  from  the  Health  Office 
were  detailed  to  conduct  the  necessary  space  spray  in,;.,  as  well 
as  carrying  our  any  special  investigations  and  searching  for 
immigrants  and  fever  cases.

The  statistics  in  this  report  will  show  that  there  are- 
still  foci  of  infection  of  leprosy  in  Swaziland.  Of  the  28 
admissions  during  the  year,  8  v/ere  rc-admissions  of  previous 
patients,  who,  while  not  hav  rig  a  recurrence  of  the  disease,  were 
suffering  from  a  breakdown  of  trophic  ulcers  of  the  feet  through 
lack  of  care  in  the  prevention  of  injuries  and  burns  to  feet 
rendered  anaesthetic  by  previous  leprotic  damage  to  nerves.  Most 
of  the  other  admissions  were  in  an  early  stag-,  of  the  disease,  so 
that  it  has  been  possible  to  arrest  the  disease  before  the 
occurrence  of  deformities.

G-ood  nutritional  treatment  and  hygiene  play  an  important 
part  in  treatment  by  building  up  resistance,  many  patients 

being  in  a  poor  state  of  nutrition  on  admission.  Generous  supplies 
of  milk  are  provided  from  our  herd  of  milk  cows,  and  eggs  have- 
been  added  to  the  diet  from  the  poultry  scheme  initiated  during 
the  year.  Various  crops  and  vegetables  are  grown  by  the  patients 
in  their  individual  gardens  and  in  collective  farming. 

Farming  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  past  year 
with  the  help  of  a  grant  from  the  Oxford  Committee  for  Famine 
Relief  (OXFAM),  by  which  ploughing  and  cultivation  of  crops  have 
been  facilitated  by  the  mechanisation  of  many  of  the  farming 
operations,  and  by  the  provision  of  adequate  supplies  of  fertilizers 
With  the  help  of  this  grant  96  pullets  were  purchased  and  cared  f  or 
under  the  "Battery  cage"  system.  A  small  herd  of  Angora  goats 
was  also  purchased  with  a  view  to  providing  a  supply  of  meat,  as 
well  as  mohair  for  spinning  purposes.  Unfortunately  there  have- 
been  heavy  losses  amongst  the  Angora  ewes,  and  an  attempt  is  being 


made  to  produce  a  hardier  and  more  acclimatised  type

Various  forms  of  occupational  therapy  are  carried  on,  e.g. 
gardening,  cultivation  of  crops,  knitting,  spinning,  wood-carving, 
as  well  as  many  of  the  jobs  required  in  the  general  maintenance  of 
the  Settlement,  Football  is  a  favourite  recreation  of  the  male 
patients.  A  small  school  with  two  patients  as  teachers  is  carried 
on  for  the  5  or  6  children  of  school-going  age.  Church  services 
and  a  pastoral  ministry  arc  carried  on  regularly. 


Visits  by  clergymen  and  other  Christian  workers,  by  members 
of  the  Mbabane  and  Mhlombanyati  Red  Cross  Committees,  by  Officers 
of  the  Agricultural,  Veterinary  and  Pu,  lie  Works  Department  who 
give  helpful  advice  and  care  for  repairs,  by  the  Director  of 
Medical  Services  and  the  Member  of  Exco  (Health),  by  the  Field 
Director  of  OXFAM,  and  by  other  members  of  the  public,  who  have  all 
contributed  greatly  in  maintaining  good  morale  amongst  a  group  of 
people-  isolated  for  long  periods  away  from  home  and  friends.  A 
special  treat  for  them  was  the  visit  of  His  Excellency,  the 
Queen’s  Commissioner  and  Lady  Loyd  at  Christmas  time,  when 
were  distributed  and  the  patients  themselves  took  part  in  t 
Nativity  Play  in  the  open  air.

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CHAPTER  4 


SANITATION  -  WATER  SUPPLIES  -  POOL  SUPPLIES. 


1. 


Sewage  Disposal : 


Only  Mbabane  and.  Manzini  have  water-borne  sewage  and 
treatment  plants;  unfortunately  these  sewage  systems  serve  only 
about  10%  of  the  residential  areas.  Houses  not  connected  to  the 
main  sewage  system  rely  on  individual  septic  tank  or  drainage  into 
a  conservancy  tank  which  is  emptied  periodically  by  a  vacuum 
tanker  . 


In  Mbabane  the  bucket  latrine  has  been  abolished,  but  in 
Manzini  in  the  old  Zakhele  township  this  system  is  still  being 
used  • 

In  smaller  villages  where  water  is  available,  individual 
septic  tanks  are  installed. 

2  .  Rura  1  Sanltatl qnj 

Owing  to  absence  of  villages,  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
introduce  communal  latrines,  and  as  each  kraal  should  have  its  own 
latrine,  it  has  not  been  possible  as  yet  to  persuade  the  kraal 
owners  to  construct  even  a  pit  latrine.

Mbabane  and  Manzini  are  the  only  towns  in  which  refuse 
collection  is  undertaken.  This  service  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Town  Management  Boards . 


Practically  no  collection  service  exists  in  the  other 
centres,  it  being  left  Id  the  individual  to  dispose  of  its  own 
household  refuse .

Piped  Water  Sup pi ios 


Piped  supplies  are  provided  for  Mbabane,  Manzini 
Peak,  Stegi,  Hlatikulu,  Goedgegun  and  Gollel.  This 
under  the  control  of  the  Public  Works  Department .  The 
carried  out  bacteriological  examinations  on  144  water 
during  the  year.

In  the  Shiselwini  District  the  Health  Inspector  has 
helped  the  inhabitants' to  protect  their  water  supplies.  During 
the  year,  work  was  carried  out  on  16  springs  and  in  audition, 
a  water  supply  project  meant  to  provide  clean,  safe  water,  to  a 
community  of  about  45  houses,  is  nearing  completion. 

5 •  Pood  in  Relation  to  Disease : 

5«  1.  Inspection  of  Trade  Premise si 


A  Shopkeeper  requires  a  trade  licence  to  carry  out  his 
business,  which  has  to  be  renewed  yearly.  Before  the  licence 
is  granted  or  renewed,  a  Health  Inspector  visits  the  premises 
and  makes  recommendations.  These  recommendations  can  be  endorsed 
on  the  licence  or  the  licence  may  be  withheld  until  the  premises 
are  put  into  a  satisfactory  condition.

Bakeries:  45  inspections*  4  Bakeries  were  closed  owing  to 

insanitary  conditions* 

Butcheries:  135  inspections.  These  inspections  serve  as  a  check  on 

the  attempted  sale  of  meat  which  has  not  been  slaughtered 
at  an  approved  abattoir ,  and  has  not  been  properly 
examined . 


Dairies:  12  inspections. 

Groceries:  296  inspections,  to  control  the  sale  of  canned  foodstuffs 

and  to  seize  cans  which  were  found  to  be  blown,  leaking 

or  rusty. 

Restuarants: 82  inspections,  for  food  storage,  food  preparation,  the 

state  of  the  kitchens  and  sanitary  conditions. 


Hotels  &  :56  inspections  were  carried  out  under  the  Liquor 

Clubs  Licensing  Regulations. 

6 .  Abattoirs : 

The  abattors  in  Mbabane  and  Manzini  are  now  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  respective  Town  Management  Boards.  Health  Officers 
of  the  Department  visit  the  abattoirs  in  the  smaller  towns  to  check 
the  work  of  the  abattoir  attendants  who  are  also  the  meat  inspectors. 


In  rural  areas,  slaughter  poles  are  in  use,  but  the 
disposal  of  the  waste  products  is  usually  very  unhygienic. 


Prom  February  to  September  there  was  a  diminution  in  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered  due  to  a  prohibition  on  movement  of 
animals,  owing  to  an  outbreak  of  Foot-and-Mouth  disease. 

During  the  later  part  of  the  year,  a  meat  factory  was 
established  at  Matsapa.  The  animals,  before  and  alter  slaughter, 
arc-  inspected  by  Veterinary^ Officers,  assisted  by  two  meat 
inspectors  employed  by’ the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

7 .  Fresh  Milk  Supplies : 

The  quality  of  milk  imported  into  urban  areas  is  controlled 
by  the  Urban  Areas  Regulations.  The  laboratory  examined  126  samples 
of  milk  baeteriologically .  Examinations  for  milk  fats  and  solids 
other  than  fats  were  carried  out  in  Manzini  by  the  Senior  Dairy 

Officer • 


As  mentioned  last  year,  housing  for  the  low  income  group 
in  the  Urban  Areas  is  in  very  short  supply.  There  was  no  improve¬ 
ment  during  the  year.
